Zihlman Favors 60-40 Basis 
For Financipg of District | 


Believes Congress Will Abandon Present Arrangement 
of Contributing Lump Sum of $9,000,000 
Toward Expenses. 


Resumption of the proportional basis 
of Federal contribution to District ex- 
penses, on at least the 60-40 scale, the 
Federal Government paying the smaller 
proportion, was foreseen yesterday 
as more than a probability, by 
Representative Frederick N. Zihlman, 
chairman of the House District com- 
mittee. 

“I have every reason to believe that 
members of Congress will favor a more 
liberal ratio than now exists,” Repre- 
sentative Zihlman said. “My commit- 
tee favored a more equitable adjust- 
ment at Its last session, and there is 
now even more reason for such a 
stand.” 

Washington's unofficial “mayor” 
cited the Government’s extensive con- 
struction program below the Mall, and 
the improvements and reconstruction 
of mains incident to it, as an instance 
of the growing Federal investment in 
the Capital and the increase it should 
entail in the Federa) share of District 
expenses. 

He declared himself opposed to “‘sad- 
dling” the entire cost of new park 


lands on the District. by means of the 
proposed bond issue, although he ad- 
mitted the plan has the “vigorous 
support” of members of Congress. He 
took a similar stand on the proposal 
to charge the District with the ex- 
pense of building its own airport. 

“Why, such a field would be an asset 
to the country as a whole,” he said. “It 
would be unfair to put the entire bur- 
den upon District} appropriations.” 

It has been four years since Congress 
adhered to the 60-40 method of shar- 
ing District expenses. It has since es- 
tablished the precedent of appropriat- 
ing a lump sum of. $9,° 170,000 each year, a 
sum that has fallen short of the Gov- 
ernment’s former proportion as District 
expenses have grown. 

The House District committee last 
year considered a bill framed by Repre- 
sentative Louis Cramton, proposing to 
make permanent the $9,000,000 lump 
sum appropriation. This was rejected 
in favor of Representative Zihlman’s 
bill, which provided for the lump sum

Casualties Are Inflicted Upon

U. S. Forces. 

Managua, Nicaragua, Nov. 27 (A.P.). 
Marine headquarters reports two en- 
gagements with rebels in the last two 
days. The first was at Laguna, Colo- 
rado, where a combat patrol of the 
National Guard came into conflict 
with the enemy, killing four and 
wounding seven of them. There were 
no casualties among the guardsmen. 
The rebels fled toward Honduras. 

While reconnoitering near El Chi- 
pote, two planes were fired on by rebels, 
who numbered about 200. The aviators 
then flying low, strafed the rebels with 
machine guns and bombs, killing four 
and wounding several. The planes re- 
turned safely to Ocotal.

Reaction Against Extreme

Canton, China, Nov. 27 (A.P.).—A 
serious riot was staged in the native 
quarter of Canton this morning by 
striking anti-British ship workers fol- 
lowing upon the cutting off of food 
supplies by government authorities. 

Several bombs were thrown by. the 
rioters and twenty o: more fires were 
started. 

Numerous persons were injured be- 
fore the strikers were curbed by whole- 
sale arrests and confinement by the 
military guard. 

A heavy Ewantung troop movement 
west of Samshul, which is about 40 
miles from Canton, is under way seek- 
ing to repulse advancing Kwangsi forces 
who are attempting to reestablish the 
authority of the former Canton dicta- 
tor, Gen. Li Chai-sum. Gen. Li Chai- 
sum was ousted from Canton on Nov- 
ember 17 by Kwantung troops under 
Gen. Chang Fakwei, a Hankow mili- 
tarist. 

Li Chai-sum, who is now at Shanghai 
attending a conference of the Kuomin- 
tang, has accused Gen. Wang Ching- 
weil of treachery by arranging his (Li 
Chai-sum’s) visit to Shanghai, thereby 
creating an opporunity for Gen. Chang 
Fakwei to gain control of Canton. 

Missionaries See Reaction. 


New York, Nov. 27 (A.P.).—Mission- 
aries in China in recent weeks have re- 
ported development of a strong reaction 
against extremists now in power in that 
country, Al Warnshuls, secretary of the 
Foreign Missions Conference of North 
America, announced today. 

The opinion is rapidly growing, he 
said, that the time is near, and already 
has come in many places, when the 
missionaries may again stand by the 
side of Chinese Christian workers in al- 
most all parts of China. 

Typical of recent reports from China, 
said Mr. Warnshuis, is that made by 
the Rev. S. Harrington Littell, a mis- 
sionary of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, who recently ‘returned from 
Hankow and asserted he confidently 
expected the present difficulty would 
end soon and possibly suddenly. 

“Canton, Nanking and Peking,” he 
said, “though at sword’s points among 
themselves, are united in purpose, even 
if divided in operations in their desire 
to eradicate the desolating seeds of 
communism.”

PREMIER ASSERTS 


Waldermas Declares He 
Will Never Give Up 
Claim to Vilna. 


WARSAW SEES LIMIT 
REACHED BY NEIGHBOR 


Closed Frontier Held to. Pre- 
vent the Stabilizing of 
Eastern Europe. 


Berlin, Nov. 27 ‘A.P.).—Premier Wal- 
demaras of Lithuania, in a signed tel- 
egram to keuter’s correspondent here, 
says there is overwhelming e~.dence 
that certain persons who fled from 
Lithuania after the’ attempted revolu- 
tion at Tauroggen last September were 
being used by the Polish government 
as organizers of a revolutionary move- 
ment against the Lithuanian govern- 
ment. 

“As to the question as to whether 
the present government is prepared to 
resume normal relations with Poland 
by renouncin,s Vilna,” continues the 
message, “I must er*phasize that no 
Lithuanian party is ready to renounce 
Vilna, and, least oi all, my own party. 
I am ready ‘to resume normal relations 
when a satisfactory agreement has been 
reached with Poland regarding Vilna 
and when Poland manifests readiness 
to respect Lithuania’s independence.” 

A New Agency dispatch from Riga 
says the Lithuanian press is unani- 
mously demanding the formation of a 
national unity government, and that 
Prem‘er Waldemaras is negotiating with 
th> Ci... :stian-Democrats, the Peasants 
party, the Peoples party ard the So- 
clalists with a view to forming a coali- 
tion. 

Poland Looks to League. 

Warsaw, Nov. 27 (A.P.).—Warsaw does 
not share the uneasiness said to exist 
in governmental circles in Berlin, Mos- 
cow and Kovno, concerning the Polish- 
Lithuanian dispute which will be dealt 
with next week by the League of Na- 
tions 

Soviet Russia’s joint note to Lithu- 
ania and Poland expressing concern at 
the strained relations of the two coun- 
tries, passed almost unnoticed when 
the full text was published in Warsaw 
newspapers. It is considered here that 
Russia merely desires to create an at- 
mosphere that will enable her to par- 
ticipate in whatever preliminary dis- 
cussions are held, thereby making it 
sure that Russia will not be left out 
when the matter is brought up on the 
floor of the League of Nations.

Floods Cover Wide Area; 
Rescue Crews and Air- 
planes Sent Oui. 


LOSS OF LIFE IS HEAVY 


Algiers, Nov. 27 (A.P.).—Hundreds 
of persons are reported to have drowned 
in a widespread flood that swept away 
houses and caused big buildings to col- 
lapse in a hundred mile area just east 
of Oran. 

Rain fell in torrents for 40 hours del- 
uging an area 50 miles wide from 
Oreleansville to Perregau and northward 
to the Mediterranean Sea. Thirty seven 
bodies already have been recovered, 
While all those known to have drowned 
were natives, it is feared many 
foreigners also lost their lives as the 
foreign quarters of the cities in the 
path of the flood were badly hit. The 
worst damage was at Mostaganem, 
where the city hall collapsed. Eight 
bridges in the vicinity are said to have 
been carried away, and the homes, barns 
and livestock of farmers were destroyed 

Rescue crews and troops have been

Production Inquiry. 


DECLARES COMMISSION 
AND COOLIDGE CAN HELP 


Increased Meat Shipments 
From Canada Cited in Note 
to Customs Board. 


(Associated Press.) 


Some real help can be given to the 
farmer by the Tariff Commission and 
the President, Senator Capper (Repub- 
ican), Kansas, asserts in a letter to she 
commission urging increased duties on 
corn and an investigation of the dif- 
ference in the cost of meat produc- 
tion in this country and abroad. 

“There may be some question as to 
what form of farm relief shall be pro- 
vided by Congress,” Senator Capper 
wrote, “and there is no doubt that this 
matter will be discussed at great length 
during the coming session, but I feel 
that all fair-minded men in the Nation 
are willing to grant to the food pro- 
ducers the protection from cheap for- 
eign competition to which they are so 
obviously entitled.” 

Senator Capper, at one time leader 
of the farm bloc in the Senate, wrote 
Chairman Marvin, of the commission, 
that he felt sure that when the results 
of the corn-production costs went to 
President Coolidge the President would 
see “that it is only a matter of sim- 
ple justice to give the corn growers of 
the United States this additional pro- 
tection. from 15 cents to 224% cents a 
bushel, which they need so badly and 
which he has the power to grant.” 


Protection Held Lacking. 


As to the duties on meats, Senator 
Caper said it was “quite. evident” that 
the resent duties are “absolutely inade- 
quate” to give American producers 
proper protection. Pointing to increased 
meat imports from Canada during the 
present year, as compared with last 
year, he asked: 

“Isn't it posisble in this ‘high protec- 
tion’ country to give farmers ample 
consideration when it comes to pro- 
tecting them from cheap foreign labor? 

“I can see no justice in compelling 
the rural people of America to pay in- 
flated prices for industrial products re- 
quired in the operation of their farms 
and then provide only alleged protec- 
tion for their products, which allows 
every Tom, Dick and Harry of a for- 
eign producer to ride over the tariff 
wall and throw a monkey wrench into 
our market structure almost at will.”

Kovno, Lithuania, Nov. 27 (A.P.).—A | 
typical Sunday calm prevailed in the 
capital of Lithuania today with the 
inha*‘itants taking afternoon strolls | 
along snow-covered streets and the 
government of Premier Waldemaras se- 
curely in office. 

There is no immediate sign of un- 
toward events either in Kovyno or in the 
rural sections of the country as far as 
is known, and what was reported in 
other countries to be an antigovern- 
ment demonstration, turned out to be 
mere Communist posters such as make 
their appearance in many European cit- 
ies periodically, denouncing the govern- 
ment. The only restriction on public 
activities is the curfew between 1 and 
4 o'clock in the morning, which has 
been operative since last year.

Prosecutor Taft Discounts 
Testimony on Wife-Slayer’s 
Mental State. 


Cincinnati, Nov. 27 (A.P.).—Waiting 
* for resumption of his murder trial to- 
morrow morning, George Remus was a 
leader in union religious service to- 
day in the Hamilton County Jail. 

He addressed his fellow unfortunates 
not as a spirtual adviser, however. He 
found much worthy of promise in “the 
best jail I ever was in” and its man- 
agement. He cautioned 300 other in- 
mates to continue to merit the excel- 
lent treatment meted them. 

“All in all I have been in twelve 
jails arfd prisons, ana this is the best 
of the lot,” said the former Chicago 
lawyer, who became the “king of boot- 
leggers” and thereby started his tour of 
the country’s penal institutions. Re- 
mus must have counted a few overnight 
incarcerations since it is recorded he 
has served time in only nine jails and 
penitentiaries. 

It was a day of rest for the other 
principals of the case. 


Remus’ Caretaker Called. 


William Mueller, for eight years care- 
taker at the Remus mansion here, was 
indicated as the first defense witness 
tomorrow morning. He has testified for 
the prosecution. It is believed that 
Mueller will be asked to tell of out- 
bursts by Remus noted day by day in 
his long connection with the Remus 
household. 

Plunging directly into its defense of 
transitory maniacal insanity, the de- 
fense yesterday produced two lay wit- 
nesses who testified they regarded Re- 
mus as mentally unsound prior to last 
October 6, when he shot and killed 
Mrs. Remus. 

Confessing a lack of technical medi- 
cal appreciation of insanity, the wit- 
nesses confined themselves merely to 
statements that Remus would rave 
when certain subjects were mentioned. 
They included alleged relations of Mrs.

Conservatives, Liberals and 
Laborites Are. Trying 
Out Candidates. 


POLITICAL CLUBS ASTIR; 
VIGOROUS FIGHTS SEEN 


Many Wealthy Young Men 
Endeavor for Years to 
Get Constituencies. 


London, (A.P.).—Wealthy young Eng- 
lishmen groom for elective positions 
in @ manner almost unknown in the 
United States, where there are compara- 
tively few youths who are not working 
out a professional or business career 
for themselves. 


These are busy days in political clubs 
all over Great Britain. Preparations 
are under -way for the next general 
election, which may be next year and 
must be held not later than 1929. 
Speakers are being tried out. Young 
men are being groomed and assayed. 

Politics is an extremely polite pro- 
fession in England. Gentlemen of 
leisure may indulge in political activ- 
ity without losing social position. 

They run some risk if they join the 
Labor party. But of,course Lady Cyn- 
thia Mosley and her husband, Os- 
wald Mosley, have much wealth and 
such well-established social position, 
thanks to the distinguished career of 
Lady Cynthia’s father, Viscount Cur- 
zon, late British minister of foreign 
affairs, that few persons dare to snub 
them, even if they have. cast their lot 
with the humble party of Ramsay 
Macdonald. 


Countess of Warwick Also. 


The same is true of the Countess 
ot Warwick and many other members 
of old families who have cast their lot 
with.the Labor party. Espousing so- 
clalism is a short cut to publicity for 
Englishmen of high social position, and 
many of them are choosing it. This is 
especially true since the Labor party 
has become involved in a religious fac- 
tional fight. 

‘Phe Conservative party is the most 
natural alliance for reactionaries. Aris- 
tocrats find it difficult to swallow 
Gladstone and other great liberals who 
have spoken for the masses against the 
classes, or rather for masses against 
the class—that class being the aristo- 
crats. There is something very -niddle- 
class about the Liberal party to an aris- 
tocratic Englishman. Lloyd George and 
many other leaders in the Liberal camp 
are free churchmen and do not stand 
for many of the traditions so dear to 
aristocratics who refuse to be modern- 
ized. Many of the Liberal leaders lack 
family distinction. They are self-made 
men, some of them even tradesmen, 

It is reported that the Liberals will 
vigorously contest at least 500 seats at 
the general election. This means tre- 
mendous expenditure of money, but the 
party is alleged to have millions at the 
disposal of Lloyd George. 


Many Try for Years. 


Young men of wealth often try for 
years before they are given the oppor- 
tunity to run for the house 0° commons 


in «. constituency where they have the 
slightest chance of success. Under the 
British system a candidate need not live 
ir the district where he runs. Con- 
sequently favorites with the party man- 
agement are assigned to districts 
where they are certain to be elected, 
while less favored men are assigned to 
hopeless constituencies. 

Young men of leisure and means 
often run for years as Liberal or Con- 
servative candidates in labor districts 
where they haven't a ghost of 1 show 
They act as emergency candidates 
whenever a vacancy occurs. 

This is grilling vork. Parties scldom 
finance a lost hope generously. Con- 
sequently candidates must provide their 
own funds, if they h..e any, in such 
races. Political dilettantes soon tire 
and drop out. But occasionally young 
men who ar content to live on inher 
ited money show such abilit: that their 
parties give them better constituen- 
cies to contest and enable ther to land 
in the House of Commons. It is from 
men of this type that England has 
recruited many able statesmen who 
know politics from the ground up. 


War Upon Malaria 
Urged by Mussolini 


Rome, Nov. 27 (A.P.).—Premier Mus- 
solini today appeared in a new role— 
that of health-bringer to his people. 

In a report he has just subn itted for 
consideration at the forthcoming ses- 
sion of parliament, 11 Duce urges the 
establishment in Rome of a graduate 
school of malariology to solve problems 
of sanitation throughout the country 
by providing adequate water supply 
and proper drainage. Malaria has been 
a curse to Italy for centuries and the 
premier proposes that students of the 
new school devote their efforts to ascer- 
taining the cause of the malady and 
devise means to combat its spread.

PERUVIAN CONGRESS 
FACES BIG PROBLEMS 


$100,000,000 Loan and 
Boundary Treaty to Occupy 
Its Attention. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 
Lima, Nov. 27.—The Peruvian con- 
gress, faces an important program in- 
volving the floating of a $%100,000,000 


conversion loan and consideration of 
the Peru-Colombian boundary treaty, 
fixing the sovereignty over a vast area 
in the Amazon basin. 

The legislation provides for the early 
issue Of a $50,000,000 loan under the 
auspices of a New York syndicate 
headed by J. g& W. Seligman and the 
National City Co. The proceeds of this 
subsequent issue will be used to con- 
vert outstanding foreign loans of the 
Peruvian government under a scheme 
that has not yet been made public. 

The total foreign debt of Peru is 
estimated at less than $60,000,000 and 
the total internal debt at under $20,- 
000,000, making the total national debt 
between $70,000,000 and $80,000,000 
The proceeds of foreign loans during 
the last few years have been used:for 
pushing forward the extensive regula- 
tions for road building, sanitation and 
other public works, inspired by Presi- 
dent Agusto B. Leguia. Public opinion 
generally supports the loan measure.

DYING MAN’S OBJECTION 
TO EULOGY RESPECTED 


Queen Mariz Shares Grief of 
Widow at Deeply Moving 
Ceremonies. 


Florica, Roumania, Nov. 27 (A.P.).— 
Six huge white oxen led ‘by 50 priests 
in rich robes today bore the body 
of Ion Bratiano from the funeral train 
to its last resting place in the little 
Byzantine church which the late pre- 
mier built here. 

In life the dictator of Roumania 
moved among kings and princes, but 
in death he preferred the humble fu- 
neral of the peasant. His dying wish 
was that there should be no panegyric 
at his burial and his wish was respect- 
ed. Scenes attending the funeral were 
Suggestive of the religious fervor of 
Biblical times. 

Ten thousand reverent peasants bear- 
ing lighted candles, wooden crosses and 
bottles containing holy water, came to 
town in colorful embroidered national 
costumes to’ pay homage to the veteran 
statesman who ruled the country 
through its darkest days of war and 
its brightest days of peace for 25 years. 
Along the routes from Bucharest to 
Florica the railroad tracks were lined 
with peasants who stood with uncov- 
ered heads and in prayer as the funeral 
train slowly passed. 


U. S. Envoy Sends Wreath. 


There was something strikingly sol- 
emn about the proceding as with la- 
bored tread the six oxen, which came 
from the late premier’s farm, drew the 
flag-draped coffin to the vault, while 
the mournful cadences of Chopin’s 
funeral march echoed over the green 
hills of Florica and the devout fell to 
their knees in prayer. 

Nature provided a somber background 
for the ceremonies. The sky was heav- 
ily overcast with black clouds and the 


Sunless day cast an eerie pall over 
everything. Everywhere were black dra- 
peries and emblems of mourning. The 
family, relatives, political associates and 
friends of the dead leader walked 3 
miles behind the coffin from the rail- 
road station to the old Bratiano estate 
Conspicuous among the great wealth 
of floral tributes was a wreath from 
the American Minister, Mr. Culbertson, 
bearing a red, white and blue ribbon. 
Another came from Queen Marie and a 
third from Princess Helen. 


Queen Deeply Moved. 


Next to Mme. Bratianv, the saddest 
figure at the funeral was Queen Marie, 
who only a short time ago buried her 
king. As she stood by the side of the 
late premier’s grave in robes of deep 
mourning, her tear-drenched eyes be- 
trayed her poignant grief far better 
than anything else. She could not for- 
get that there lay the man who stood 
loyally by her and Ferdinand for so 
many years. When Mme. Bratiano 
seemed on the verge of fainting, Marie 
took her tenderly by the arm and with 
sisterly affection led her away. 
Another sad figure was young Prince 
Nicholas whom Bratiano appointed to 
the regency which governs the country 
for the 6-year-old King Michael, son of 
the exiled Crown Prince Carol. With 
his face thin and pale, the young prince 
stood close by his mother and Mme. 
Bratiano throughout the ceremonies. 
Those attending the funeral were 
struck by the many evidences of Brati- 
ano’s devotion to the memory of his 
father. In the little chapel Bratiano 
kept a lamp burning always at the foot 
of his father’s tomb. I- the family 
house, itself simple and old fashioned, 
the elder Bratiano’s bedroom with all 
its furnishings was kept exactly as he 
left it. In the drawing room the most 
striking feature was the faded paintings 
of the late statesman’s father and 
mother. 


Artist Seeks to Join 
Friend in Spirit World 


New York, Nov. 27 (A.P.).—An artist 
who had grieved for a month over the 
death of his closest friend, a musician, 
sought vainly today to join his com- 


panion in their spirit world. 

Seymour Wright, 30, who had lived 
for several years with Francis Stuart, 
46, until Stuart died last month, was 
found by his landlady today uncon- 
scious in his gas-filled bathroom. He 
has a fair chance to live, doctors said. 
Wright’s last act before he locked 
himself in the bathroom and turned on 
the gas, was to complete a painting of 
his mother, Mrs. Nellie Morine, of East 
Saugus, Mass. The paint had not dried 
when his attempted suicide was dis- 
covered. In a note to his mother, 
Wright asked that he be buried next 
to Stuart.

SEES INSULT TO NATION 


New York, Nov. 27 (A.P.).—The con- 
stitutional authority of the President 
to exchang>2 Ambassadors with Tur- 
key on' the basis of the Lausanne 
Treaty, which was rejected by the Sen- 


ate, was questioned today by James 
W. Gerard, former Ambassador to Ger- 
many and vice president of the Ameri- 
can committee opposed to the Lau- 
sanne Treaty. 

Mr. Gerard also charged Moukhtar 
Bey, the Turkish Ambassador designate, 
with official responsibility for the mur- 
der by Turks of, 30,000 Armenians and 
the subsequent decimation of the Ar- 
menian republic. 

Under these circumstances, said Mr. 
Gerard, the presence of Moukhtar Bey 
“should be considered as an intolerable 
insult to the American people.” 

Mr. Gerard expressed belief that the 
Senate would find that the action of 
the State Department in resuming dip- 
lomatic negotiations with Turkey was 
illegal and unconstitutional. ; 

Moukhtar Bey, said Mr. Gerard in his 
statement, was a member: of President 
Kemel’s mission to Moscow in 1919, 
which entered into an agreement with 
the Soviet under which Turkey at- 
tacked the Armenian republic. Thirty 
thousand Christians were killed, he 
charged, in the resulting attacks. 

Mr. Gerard said in 1921 Moukhtar 
Bey was Kemel’s foreign commissar and 
entered into treaties between Turkey 
and Russia whereby the Armenian re- 
public was to be cut into four parts. 


Army of Unemployed 
Holds Final Rally 


London, Nov. 27 (AP.).—The band 
of unemployed Welsh miners that 
marched 200 miles from the Rhonda 
Valley to London to petition the gov- 
ernment for relief in the coal fields, 
had a final rally in Trafalgar Square 
this afternoon prior <o entraining for 
home tomorrow. 

With bands playing and banners fly- 
ing and led by a squad of Welsh pipers, 
the little “army” r arched into the 
square and were joined by some 6,000 
London workers. Speeches were de- 
livered denouncing Premier Baldwin for 
refusing to receive a deputation of 
miners and resolutions were adopted 
calling on the Labor party to obstruct 
business in parliament with a view to 
forcing the government to resign. An 
appeal for funds brought a shower of 
coins and a good many bank notes. 


Plane Begins Search 
For Canyon Explorers 


Santa Monica, Calif., Nov. 27 (A.P.). 
Search by airplane for the Pathe-Bray 
expedition, which has not been heard 
from since starting a boat trip down 
the Colorado River November 8, was 
put under way here today when Lieut.

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VIENNA TAX BURDEN CUT 
AY NEW AMERICAN LOAN 


$30,000,000 Quickly Under- 
written When City Agrees to 
Care for Former Debts. 


WILL BUY IMPROVEMENTS 


Vienna, Nov. 27 (A.P.).—Commercial 


and industrial Austria at this particu- 


lar moment has gcod reason to De 
grateful to American financiers whe 
next week will float a $30,000,000 bond 


issue for the City of Vienna, which will 
enable the city fathers to reduce many 
onero’.s taxes that have prevented 
manufacturers from expanding to the 
production basis enjoyed before the 
war. 

In the last six years it has been the 
custom of the Socialist-governed city 
to pay for many civic improvements 
from current revenue and ignore the 
universal cry of bondholders to liqui- 
date past-due obligations, incurred 
during previous regimes. The money to 
be cerived from the new bonds is to 
be used for improvement of municipal 
powerhouses, street peving and light- 
tng, and to acquire a big fleet of city- 
owned omnibuses. This will leave the 
city revenue free of this expense for 
the time being an probably will allow 
consiideration of plans to pay off for- 
mer bond issues. 

In view of the fine financial show- 
ing-made by the city each year, Vienna 
has been known to be good for any 
amount borrowed, and therefore nego- 
tiations with the National City Co. of 
New York proved brief when the city 
government finally showed a willing- 
ness to fall in line with customs pre- 
vailing in well-ordered capitalist cities 
and consent to reorganize and take 
care of previous boriowings. 

The credit of the federal government 
also has improved vastly since Dr. Ignaz 
Seipel, the chancellor, went to Geneva 
and literally begged the foreign states- 
men assembled there to assist him in 
reorganizing his country’s financial af- 
fairs by granting a foreign loan. 

The $150,000,000 borrowed by the 
federal government in 1922 has been 
expended for electrification of railways 
and extensive improvements in agri- 
culture. The government has been 
meeting the interest on this loan 
promptly and also steadily calling it 
in for redemption when the federal 
treasury permits. As a result of. this 
financial stability, when the govern- 
meit expressed a desire last month to 
negotiate for further loans, no opposi- 
tion was forthcoming from the guaran- 
tors of the first loan. It is proposed 
to use the proceeds of the next loan 
further to promote agriculture, build 
new roads, renew rolling equipment 
on railroads and build new ones. 

“Austria’s horizon i. brightening at 
all points,” said a statement issued 
from the treasury department, “and 
there can be no doubt that with great- 
ly increased tourist traffic and con- 
stahtly increasing retail sales, the fu- 
ture looks-brighter than ever before.” 


Gen. Coxey Repudiates 
Welsh Army Likeness 


Chicago, Nov. 27 (A.P.).—The army 
of unemployed Welsh miners which re- 
cently invaded London with a demand 
for bread and the resignation of Prime 
Minister Baldwin can not be compared 
with the Coxey’s army that began a 
march on Washington in 1894, Jacob 
S. Coxey, who was general of that famed 


army, said tonight at the Hotel La Salle.

the executive administration of the 
State was due to the apparent desire 


of the governor so to shape his action 


or lack of action, his decision or in- 


‘decision, that White House prospects 


for the future would in no case be- 
come jeopardized. When Smith be- 
came governor he remembered the rule 
he had laid down for others and ap- 
plied it to himself. He has lived up 
to it and is doing so today. 

This explains why he is not an active 
candidate, and it also explains why he 
does not travel much outside the 
borders of the State and why he holds 
sioof from publicly discussing mat- 
ters of national importance such as 
the tariff, the farm problem, foreign 
affairs which. are of national rather 
than State concern. There are other 
reasons for the reticence on national 
topics, which will be referred to later, 
but the governor’s policy of confining 
his activities to the affairs of the Em- 
pire State is a definite, self-imposed 
policy which has been standing as a 
matter of record for more than twelve 
years. Those of the governor’s political 


enemies who claim to see signs of nar-, 


rowness in the refusal of Al Smith to 
identify himself publicly with matters 
of no concern tc the State of New York 
are probably not aware of Smith’s code 
of 1915, especially designed to put the 
brakes on the very activities which his 
critics say should forthwith be in- 
dulged in. 


Friends Will Broaden Activity. 

But now that the presidential atmos- 
phere is thickening here, some of the 
governor’s well wishers and _ close 
friends are suggesting it might be the 
part of political wisdom for Smith to 
depart from his 1915 code, to travel 
outside the State, accept the invita- 
tions which keep pouring in, and give 
the Nation an occasional outline of his 
views on nationat problems, which 
problems incidentally interest him 
more than is realized. 

“It may be consistent, but it’s 
necessary,” the governor’s friends sug- 
gest. But Smith is not in a receptive 
mood to such suggestions. Apparently 
he has forme’ the habit of trying to 
live up to his own conception of duty 
and is not prone to allow even his 
best friends to dictate principles of 
And, maybe, too, 
he finds consolation in the fact that 
Grover Cleveland when Governor of 
New York never traveled outside the 
State and never discussed national af- 
fairs and was, nevertheless, elected 
President. 

And Grover Cleveland was virtually 
unknown, Smith’s friends point out, 
when he went from Albany to the 
White House in Washington. Further- 
more, they add, the only other Demo- 
cratic President since the Civil War, 
Woodrow Wilson, was the Governor of 
an Eastern State, New Jersey, and grad- 
uated from that post to the presiden- 
tial office. If these men, after being 
elected once, were eligible, they add, 
what about Smith who has been 
elected four times Governor of the 
greatest State and has demonstrated by 
his achievements and his power with 
the voters that he is unquestionably 
the outstanding Democratic leader.

Smith has 
been told he gould have the nomination 


on a golden plater, that he “could not) 


kick it away,” if only he were not a 
Catholic. This statement, and 
along the sage line, have clarified to 
the governor’S dscerning mind the real 
reason back of the fight being waged 
against him. 

Meanwhile, many may

In meeting Gov. Smith for the first 
time one is at once impressed with a 
sense of reserve poise and dignity on 
the governor’s part. There is no care- 
free, slap-you-on-the-back aspect to 
the Gov. Smith of today. If he ever 
had cultivated this, hard work and the 
imperative need of saving valuable 
time caused him to discard the prac- 
tice. One would just as soon think of 
saying “Hello, Cal!” to President Cool- 
idge as one would think of addressing 
the governor, “Hello, Al!” 


Visitors’ Made at Ease. 


The governor’s greeting is very cor- 
dial, however, withal the dignity and 
reserve. One feels at home and at 
ease in his presence. He lets the vis- 
itor talk and does not interrupt, but 
when he does make a suggestion, it is 
right to the point and tends to ex- 
pedite the discussion by getting down 
to brass tacks, so to speak. In other 
words, if one is leading up to a re- 
quest for certain information, the 
governor is very likely to cut short the 
unnecessary preliminaries and tell you 
the quickest and most practical way, 
of accomplishing the purpose you have 
in mind. 

It would not be quite correct to say 
Gov. Smith is placidly and affably at 
ease while he talks with visitors. 
There are unmistakable lines of care 
in his face now, just as one might ex- 
pect to find on the countenance of 
the head of a giant business corpora- 
tion who had the responsibilities of 
the office resting squarely on his 
shoulders. Not that Gov. Smith shows 
any sign of breaking under the strain 
of work or anything of that sort. But 
the responsibilities of his office have 
undoubtedly brought with them a more 
serious and-reserved expression on the 
governor’s countenance. 


Eyes Singularly Expressive. 


The governor is not as tall as gen- 
erally supposed, being about 5 feet 7, 
though somehow he does not give the 
impression of being short. He has the 
pale pink complexion that goes with 
good health and steel blue eyes that 
are very expressive. His features, sel- 
dom in repose, add distinctive charm 
and effectiveness to his spoken words. 
One can not escape the impression 
that he would make a remarkable actor, 
or jury lawyer and that he could at 
any time arouse the depths of one’s 
soul, ' 

Whatever the governor says, whether 
in a humorous vein or in deadly earn- 
lest, is interesting to the nth degree. 
|'His magnetic personality can be felt 
i'much easier than defined. There is 
something singularly contagious about 
the emotions which the governor him- 
self feels when he is emphasizing any 
matter of deep human interest.

jotting-down habit is a sort of safety- 
valve for nervous energy. 

There is a fascinating flavor of typl- 
cal New Yorkese about the governor's 
voice, his pronunciation and enuncia- 
tion. He does not, as a rule, speak loud, 
excepting when he is answering the 
telephone. It is not a deep voice,

Work Begins With Rush. 


On days of labor, which is the usual 
thing in the governor’s menu, the 
morning work begins with a rush as 
soon as the governor reaches the capi- 
tol. It comes in a steady stream and 
with amazing variety, necessitating 
mental acrobatics on the part of the 
State’s chief executive. 

Certain of the governor’s duties are 
far more tiresome and exacting than 
others. For example, the long hearings 
incident to the governor’s decisions 
with respect to desired interference in 
cases of capital crime are always a great 
tax on the governor’s patience and 
‘nerves. The lawyers for the convicted

Gov. Smith, his friends say, has sym- 
pathy and tolerance for the beliefs of 
those with whom he does not agree and 
he is willing at all times to subordi- 
nate his own views to better ideas, 
but there is something incompatible 
between the governor’s method of 
studying problems with a view to 
measures of relief and the views of 
those who simply broadcast the fact 
that something is wrong without even 
a seeming effort to find a remedy. 

Contrary to general reports, Gov. 
Smith takes an interest in the Nation’s 
foreign affairs, in matters concerning 
the Army and Navy. It is the same in- 
terest that the average public-spirited 
citizen takes in thesc matters. By way 
of qualification, it should be added, 
perhaps, that the average citizen has 
more time to read about these ques- 
tions than the governor, who often is 
compelied to depend on headlines and 
a hasty perusal of foreign dispatches. 

But in any event, the governor's 
friends here explain, Smith would be 
the last man expected to burst into 
print with volunteered comments as 
to what foreign policies the Federal 
Government should or should not 
pursue. 


Adheres to His Code. 


In the first place, the governor would 
regard it as arr’intrusion by him into 
a field of national affairs which is 
essentially the >rovince of the Govern- 
ment at Washington and essentially 
not the province of the Governor of 
the State of New York. To put it 
more bluntly, Smith regards such mat- 
ters as the United States Government’s 
business and no* his business. It would 
certainly, from his viewpoint, be a 
violation of the 1915 New York con- 
vention code. 

Apart from these considerations, 
however, Gov. Smith is understood to 
abhor the expression of half-baked 
ideas based on fancy rather than neces- 
sary fundamental information. Neither 
Albany nor any other State capital has 
access to facts respecting the United 
States Government’s exclusive preroga- 
tive of managing the foreign affairs of 
tre Nation. So why, it is suggested, 
should a State governor with no first- 
hand facts complicate matters by ex- 
pressing views as to questions handled 
by the Washington Government, which 
has all the first-hand facts. It looks, 
therefore, as if Gov. Smith will not 
make his debut in the field of inter- 
national politics at this time, either 
to please well-meaning friend or critic. 


Ready to Defend Church. 


There remains one subject about | 
which Gov. Smith will talk with pro- 
found emotion if he ever talks publicly 
about it at all. That is the criticism 
aimed at him because he worships his 
God according to the doctrines of the 
Roman Catholic Church.

has never been openly assailed even by 
those who sought secretly to arouse re- 
ligious prejudice for political purposes. 
When he was first elected governor in 
1918 he was the first Catholic governor 
ever to be elected in the State of New 
York. An analysis of the vote cast in 
the large cities of the State indicated 
the attacks made on the governor’s re- 
ligion were resented by Protestant as 
well as Catholic voters at the polls. 
The vote of Rochester demonstrated 
this fact most conclusively. 


Views on Prohibition. 


Gov. Smith's attitude on prohibition 
is easily defined. He regards this as 
a matter for the legislative, and not 
the executive, branch of the Govern- 
ment. The former makes the laws and 
the latter has the sacred duty of en- 
forcing such laws as are put upon the 
statute books. Not only does the gov- 
ernor’s record belie the suggestion that 
he would attempt to usurp powers, but 
he is understood to believe that any 
such effort on his part would bring 
instant rebuke and defeat its own pur- 
pose. 

For example, Gov. Smith is under- 
stood to believe that President Cool- 
ldge could not, even if he tried, inter- 
fere with the laws which Congress de- 
crees with respect to prohibition. 

An unusual feature of the governor's 
political career is the fact that criti- 
cism has almost invariably strength- 
ened his vote-getting propensities. In 
most instances his bitterest critics have 
in due course swung around and sung 
his praises. For instance, the Citizens 
Union of New York fought him tooth 
and nail and waged a relentless cam- 
paign to defeat him for the Assembly 
in 1909. Voters were congratulated in 
advance that New York was to be rid 
of him. He was elected by more than 
2 to 1 in the teeth of this attack. The 
Citizens Union not long afterward con- 
gratulated the people of New York on 
having retained his services.

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POLAND AND THE REDS, 

The recent report intimating that Poland is 
contemplating an attack upon Lithuania for 
the purpose of annexing that country is ob- 
propaganda emanating from Soviet 
\“,land has refused to be drawn Into 


a quarre! with Lithuania. The _ territorial 
questions that agitated the two countries were 
settled in 1923, and no dispute of that nature 
is now pending. The controversy over the 
application of the minorities treaty to Polish 
minority schools in Lithuania and Lithuanian 
minority schools in Poland is a question for 
the council of the League of Nations to con- 
sider, under the treaty itself, and it will be 
considered within a few days. 

Excited individuals in both Poland and 
Lithuania have furnished a small basis for 
exaggerated rumors of impending war. Acting 
on these rumors, the Soviet government rushed 
to the front with a warning note to Poland— 
a typical piece of demagogism and mendacity. 
When the Russian Soviet takes a stand for 
peace between its neighbors, and poses as a 
champion of world peace, it is obvious that it 
is scheming to obtain credit for the act. The 
Soviet poses as a would-be peacemaker In its 
note to Poland. If the truth were known, it 
would probably be found that Russian agents 
are at work stirring up the Lithuanians against 
Poland. 

Poland has every reason for preserving peace 
in eastern Europe, to the fullest extent com- 
putible with its national rights. No one can 
predict where war would end. Poland is stabiliz- 
ing its finances with American assistance, and 
if peace can prevail for a few years the country 
will be well on the road to settled prosperity. 
The assurances of Poland, and the inherent 
probabilities, point to an amicable settlement of 
the comparatively insignificant differences with 
Lithuania. This outcome would not.be to the 
liking of the Russian communists. Hence 
they give out rumors of war, and send a flam- 
béyant note to Poland urging her to refrain 
from war. The reds doubtless regard this as 
eunning propaganda, appearing on the eve of 
ttié Soviet’s participation in the preliminary 
conference on disarmament,

THE QUESTION OF PROSPERITY. 

‘Prof. Irving Fisher takes exception to Presi- 
dént Coolidge’s statement that “the test which 
now confronts the Nation is prosperity.’”’ The 
American people, says Prof. Fisher, are not 
pfosperous in any absolute sense. He admits, 
however, that rapid strides have been made 
taward genuine prosperity during the past few 
yéars, and believes that the time may arrive 
when the American machine may become so 
efficient as to provide a comfortable living 
fQgr all. 

Accepting the estimate of the National 
Bureau of Economic Research that the Ameri- 
can income totaled $90,000,000,000 during 
1926, Prof. Fisher claims that the available 
figures of income distribution show that 93,- 
000,000 people out of 117,000,000 living in the 
United States had about $500 of income apiece. 
These comprise the “poorest” and “lower mid- 
dile’”’ classes of the population, about 65 and 15 
pér cent, respectively, of the whole. For the 
standard family of five, Prof. Fisher finds that 
the total income was but little more than 
ehough to provide the bare necessities of life. 
When one analyzes the total income figures, he 
says, one finds that 80 per cent of the popula- 
tion of the United States barely earns its living. 
“Certainly,” he concludes, ‘‘we are not justi- 
figd in fearing too much prosperity for the 
workers or ‘more than they know how to 
spend.’ ”’ 

- When one considers the American economic 
picture as contrasted with that of any other 
cQuntry, one is forced to admit that the aver- 
age citizen of the United States is immeas- 
urably better off than his foreign brother. 
Admitting that the average worker earns little 
more than enough for bare “‘necessities,””’ when 
ohe considers what the “‘necessities” are in this 
cOuntry it is perceived that there is real pros- 
perity here, 

, After all, it is all a matter of comparison, 
ahd when prosperity is viewed from that stand- 
point it becomes apparent that there is at least 
an excuse for the statement attributed to Presi- 
dent Coolidge, and others, that “‘the test which 
mow confronts the country is prosperity.” 


* A TRICK IN RUGS. 

‘For many years the State of New York has 
maintained an institution in Batavia for the 
care and education of the blind. The unfor- 
iamates have been taught many useful arts, 
among which is the making of rugs, in which 
the pupils have become remarkably proficient. 
e An association of men and. women was 
formed some years ago for the purpose of find- 
iag markets for the products of the sightless 
weavers of rugs, and so successful has been 
this effort that these rugs have been eagerly 
sought by people in every part of the State. 
But it seems that the success of the associa- 
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of these unscrupulous persons who are ac- 
cused of advertising and selling rugs alleged to 
have been made by blind people, which allega- 
tion the commission believes to be without 
‘warrant. Testimony was taken in Chicago, 
Minneapolis, and Duluth, and the hearing has 
been adjourned to New York where it will be 
continued before an examiner this week, 
Should the commission become satisfied that 
the law against misrepresentation has been 
violated a ‘‘cease and desist” order will follow. 


MOVING DISTRICT OFFICES. 

The District Commissioners have recom- 
mended that the old St. James Hotel, located 
on the south side of Pennsylvania avenue at 
Sixth street, be taken over to house the 
Women’s Bureau of the Police Department, the 
House of Detention and the medical clinics of 
the Health Department, forced to vacate their 
present quarters to make way for the Federal 
‘building program, -As a purely temporay solu- 
tion the suggestion has some good points. 

The St. James property is centrally located. 
Ample in size, needing only minor repairs and 
remodeling, it could be leased economically to 
provide a more or less adequate home for these 
important branches of the government. Yet 
it should be remembered that the Government 
will need this land also, before long, and un- 
less further provision be made for a perma- 
nent home for the bureaus and clinics, it Is pos- 
sible that another temporary removal will have 
to be undertaken within a comparatively short 
time. 

The Government program is pressing. There 
is not the slightest chance that District activi- 
ties forced to move will be able to find per- 
manent homes immediately. Possibly housing 
in structures of their own will be delayed for 
some time. As a general thing it would seem 
wise to avoid further use of land areas within 
the Mall-Avenue triangle. In the meantime 
avery effort should be put forth to obtain def- 
inite assurance as to when the bureaus of the 
local government can expect to find permanent 
homes, designed and constructed to meet their 
individual and peculiar functions. 


REFORM BY SURGERY. 

Emmet Brownlee, of Indianapolis, has been 
released from the Indiana State Reformatory 
A little over a year ago 
and 


‘‘for observation.” 
he was imprisoned for auto banditry 
‘vehicle taking,” for a period of from 1 to 14 
years. Two years before he was convicted 
the boy suffered a fractured skull in an auto- 
mobile accident, and it is said that immediately 
thereafter his temperament changed com- 
pletely. After his conviction he was examined 


by a physician. Subsequently an operation 
was performed for the purpose of relieving 
pressure on his brain. There followed almost 
immediately another mental change, leading 
to the 30-day observation parole. If it should 
be apparent that his criminal tendencies have 
been removed, the Governor of Indiana will 
issue a full] parole. 

An almost similar case was brought to light 
recently in an Eastern State. Apparently the 
cause of those who believe that most crime 
is caused by physical deficiency, and that the 
best cure for crime is found in the surgeon’s 
knife, is being furthered. Nevertheless, cases 
of this sort are not frequent, and it would be 
going too far to presume that the average 
criminal can be cured by surgery. 

It may be, however, that in time a new type 
of treatment for those accused of crime will 
develop. If, in this isolated Indiana case, an 
individual should be restored permanently to 
a useful place in society, it is not beyond the 
bounds of reason that other prisoners should 
receive surgical attention in the hope that their 
criminal tendencies may be removed. Thirty 
days’ observation, of course, is not enough to 
demonstrate anything, nor can one case be 
taken to indicate a general condition. 


USEFUL BIRDS. 


The Biological Survey discovers 
boat-tailed grackle is responsible 
slaughter of useful birds in the Southern 
States. Nearly every other variety of feath- 
ered visitor to the plantations of the South is 
found to pay liberally for all the grain and 
fruit consumed by destroying insects that prey 
upon the crops. Yet in many sections these 
birds are ruthlessly slaughtered. 

Mocking birds, cuckoos, painted buntings, 
brown thrashers, cardinals, flycatchers, blue- 
birds, martins, woodpeckers and all their 
cousins and their aunts, even the blue jay and 
the crow, are given clean bills of health by 
the survey. The boat-tailed grackle seems 
to be the only bird without any defense coun- 
sel. The biological sleuths have learned that 
this particular grackle lives near the shores 
and has a penchant for crustaceans. But he 
also likes corn and plenty of it. On the other 
hand, he had no taste for boll worms. 

All other feathered bipeds are worth their 
keep, as each has a liking for insect diet. 
Bobwhite, while a seed eater, prefers the 
seeds of weeds to the seed of the cultivated 
cereals. The wren, “for all its diminutive 
size, is a most useful bird,” says the report. 
“It feeds almost exclusively on harmful! insects, 
and as the wrens rear two broods a year the 
parents are kept busy from morning till night 
searching for food.” 

Perhaps the day may come when humans 
will learn the simple fact that birds are their 
friends.

It is possible, of course, that such a 
condition may have obtained in the past, and 
that habits once formed have carried over into 
the present. If this is true, an advertising and 
publicity campaign having for its keynote 
“Buy in Washington” will be highly advan- 
tageous. 

Washington, merchants and business men 
are competent and progressive, and Washing- 
ton shops are of the best. There is no reason 
for shopping elsewhere. It is well for citizens 
to make it a rule to patronize their home insti- 
tutions, which help to build up the city. 


WHY NOT GIVE HIM A JOB? 

There must be something in the oft-repeated 
charge that “republics are ungrateful,” as 
otherwise Abraham Krotoshinsky would not be 
hunting a job nine years after he had demon- 
strated the stuff of which he is made. In 1918 
everybody was talking of Col. Whittlesey’s 
“Lost Battalion,” of which Krotoshinsky was 
a unit. That battalion was cut off from all 
communication with the rest of the armies of 
the allies. In the course of 5 days 35 men 
had died in attempts to get through the Ger- 
man lines. Abraham Krotoshinsky was the 
thirty-sixth man to volunteer the task. He 
made it and received the plaudits of the world, 
besides the Distinguished Service Cross from 
the War Department and a medal of honor 
from Gov. Smith, 

But it has been found difficult, not to say 
impossible, to exist and bring up a family on 
medals of honor or distinguished service 
crosses. Especially if you happen to have in- 
haled too much of that poison gas which the 
Germans sprinkled with such liberality over 
the French terrain. Because of this gassed 
condition of his lungs the soldier of the lost 
battalion was unable to make things go as a 
farmer in Palestine. He has worked in a rag 
shop and has essayed the role of a barber, but 
that old gas trouble has got the better of him 
in each instance. 

Krotoshinsky wants a job, and has so noti- 
fled the Jewish Veterans of the Wars of the 
Republic, who offered charity. He has taken 
the examination for a clerkship in the post- 
office in the Bronx, but there is a whole lot of 
red tape in the way of landing a Government 
job, nine years after winning a reputation as a 
hero and the title of “savior of the lost bat- 
talion.”’ 


THE PANAMA CANAL. 
The economic value of the Panama Canal 


has long since been established. Its commer- 


cial] usefulness has in many respects dwarfed 
the strategic importance which loomed so large 
when the project was first broached, The 
number of warships carried through its locks 


from one ocean to another is insignificant 


when compared with the number of freighters 
that make their way through the “cut,” carry- 
ing merchandise from one corner of the earth 
to the other, Each year this traffic grows. 
Last year the cargo tonnage came close to 28,- 
000,000 tons, and the revenue derived there- 
from has exceeded all earlier expectations. 

Already officials of the Government have 
been forced to consider the advisability of in- 
stalling additional facilities at Panama. With- 
out some such provision they vision the day 
when an unbroken line of vessels will be pass- 
ing through the canal, many of them subjected 
to delay. The situation today presents an obli- 
gation which it was not thought in Roosevelt’s 
day would arise for generations. 

It is as a world artery that the canal is ris- 
ing in importance, It is still true that the ma- 
jority of traffic is intercoastal, but the per- 
centage of such trade is rapidly being rivaled 
by other business which makes use of this link 
between the Atlantic and the Pacific. The 
west coast of South America, the Orient and 
Australia get their imports by following this 
route. Shipments from the same points find 
their way to the east coast of South America 
and all the ports of Europe by the same means. 
Developments have proved the wisdom of the 
policy under which the canal was built and 
operated. It was intended to serve the world. 
That purpose has more than been accomplished. 
The United States must not neglect to insure 
that the facilities keep pace with the needs. 


NOT AN INSURANCE AGENT. 

A suggestion has been put forward by the 
Conduit Road Citizens Association that a form 
of protective insurance, to be handled by the 
District government in the same manner that 
workmen’s compensation insurance is handled 
in some States, be adopted as a substitute for 
the compulsory automobile liability insurance 
law. In brief, the substitute plan would re- 
quire automobile owners to pay a nominal 
amount when they obtain their licenses, to go 
toward a fund to compensate those injured in 
automobile accidents. 

The suggestion has little merit. The District 
government is not an insurance agency and 
should not be transformed into one. In theory 
the impounding of a fund made up of purely 
“nominal” individual payments looks workable. 
In practice, however, it would be found that 
the District could charge no less for protection 
than reputable insurance agencies must charge, 
and, in view of its lack of insurance experience, ° 
it probably would not be able to manage the 
matter as economically.

Sugar to Kindle Fire. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: |! 
have read with much interest the news 
items and editorials of late on what to 
do with the world’s surplus sugar. Now 
sugar is one of the cheapest and best 
things to Kindle a fire with that has 
yet been discovered. A teaspoonful of 
sugar, costing about a half cent, is more 
effective as a kindler than a half-pint 
of kerosene, costing 1 cent. Next time 
you want a quick fire, on a cold morn- 
ing, try it. Put paper in the fire-box 
to catch the loose grain, and to give 
your match a flare. Then put your 
wood on top of the paper; then sift 
4 spoonful of sugar over the wood; then 
light the paper, and see how. quickly 
you have a roaring-hot fire. 

If sugar were thus universally used 
as @ Kindler it ought to increase the 
consumption of sugar some 5 or 10 
per cent. If sugar were used as a 
Kindler in the place of kerosene, it 
would mean the saving of many lives 
and millions in property that are de- 
stroyed in fires that are started by kero- 
sene. | 

Also, if sugar could be thus substi- 
tuted for kerosene as a kindler, it 
would mean that the world’s petroleum 
supply would last longer than it will 
at its present rate of consumption. 

Maybe some Gay a way will be found 
to convert sugar into alcohol, quickly 
and cheaply, and furnish a fuel for gas 
engines when the gasoline supply runs 
low.

The 
waters in time of flood causes them 
the loss of property; their people are 
the direct sufferers. It is true that the 
National Government claims to con- 
trol all navigable waters, but should 
not the States directly affected by 
floods bear a special portion? 

The recent floods along the Missis- 
sippi and in New England are national 
calamities, and while all the people 
should be willing to share the cost of 
flood prevention, yet the nation can 
not, and ought not, be asked to meet 
all the expense of bringing all the 
small stream under subjection so as 
to prevent overflows in the future. 

A hundred or more small nonnavi- 
gable streams carried their floods to the 
Mississippi, causing that stream to 
overflow. while they each wrought 
damage, to the lands adjacent. Can 
the nation undertake to construot 
levees or retaining walls on those hun- 
dred smal! streams? 

A great part f the damage in New 
England was wrought by the bursting 
of a dam. Had that dam held, but 
little loss would have followed the 
rains. The Nation should not be bound 
to build flood defenses on streams 
owned by the States.

Slight Advance. 


RESERVE BOARD REPORTS 


(Associated Press.) 

Industry and trade were less active 
in October than in the preceding 
month and were in smaller volume 
than @ year ago, the Federal Reserve 
Board said yesterday in a review of 
general business and financial condi- 
tions. 

The general level of wholesale com- 
modity prices, the board added, showed 
a further slight advance, while produc- 
tion of manufactures declined in Octo- 
ber, contrary to the usual seasonal 
tendency. 

“Activity of iron and steel mills and 
of automobile plants was smaller in 
October and November than at any 
previous period of the year,” the re- 
view continued. “There were also de- 
creases during October in cotton con- 
sumption and in production of build- 
ing materials, crude petroleum and 
boots and shoes. 

“The output of bituminous coal and 
the number of hogs and cattle slaugh- 
tered increased by less than the usual 
seasonal amount. Production of flour, 
copper and anthracite coal showed in- 
creases in October. Building contracts 
awarded increased considerably owing 
to unusually large awards in New York 
and (Chicago in the last week of Octo- 
ber. 


Although total loans and investments 
of.member banks in leading cities in- 
creased by nearly $300,000,000 during 
the latter part of October and the first 
half of November and reached the 
highest peak ever reported on Novem- 
ber 16, the board said loans for com- 
mercial and agricultural purposes de- 
clined during the period from the sea- 
sonal peak reached early in October,

Dr. Mayers, of the New York Bureau 
of Industrial Hygiene, gives the follow- 
ing directions for the care of those who 
suffer from acute carbon monoxide 
poisoning. 

If a person has suddenly become un- 
conscious but is breathing vigorously, 
all that need be done is to ¢arry him 
into the open air, away from all fumes. 
wrap him warmly. and leave him alone 
As he lies unconscious but comfortable, 
some one should keep note of the qual- 
ity of the pulse and respiration. If it 
is convenient, some oxygen should be 
given by inhalation. This will prevent 
the distressing headache which is prone 
to follow. 

In more severe cases, in addition to 
unconsciousness, the breathing is shal- 
low. In such cases, and in cases where 
breathing has stopped, artificial respira- 
tion should be done 


Dr. Mayers says the Schafer prone 
pressure method of doing artificial res- 
piration is more efficient and much 
safer than any of the artificial methods 
in which apparatus of one sort or an- 
other is used. The practice of waiting 
for pumps and other apparatus before 
starting artificial respiration can not 
be too. strongly condemned. , 

During the artificial respiration some 
oxygen should be given by inhalation 
from time to time. It is well to use a 
mixture of 95 parts oxygen and 5 parts 
carbonic acid gas for this purpose. In- 
halations of oxygen cause the blood to 
throw off carbon monoxide about five 
times as fast as it does when air ts 
breathed Adding 5 per cent carbonic 
acid gas liucre.ses the efficiency of the 
oxygen about 25 per cent.

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RIGHT AND LEFT HAND 


IMPLEMENTS. 


O OFTEN is this information de- 
manded by people who want to 
‘bring their household '§ services 
what they consider “up-to-date” that I 
am sometimes ashamed to repeat the 
answers. The question I am again tak- 
ing up today is about oyster forks. It 
wouldn’t seem of burning importance, 
but it’s one of the always-discussed 
points in table-setting. 
Some people maintain that this fork 


could be set on the left with the forks; 
some, on the right, with the knives and 
soup spoon. It can be set either way. 
and, as far as uniformity goes, it may 
look better beside the forks. But con- 
sider the common sense of its use and 
I think you'll set it beside the spoon: 
for it is a right-hand implement and 
all right-hand implements are more 
conveniently placed on the right. Forks 
are correctly considered left-hand im- 
plements, for they are used by the 
left hand while the right has the knife 
in it. True, if the knife is laid down 
the fork is shifted, but it is not always 
convenient to lay down the knife, and 
any one who has been taught to eat in 
the English, or the well-bred American, 
manner, employs both implements 


whenever necessary. Therefore, any one

who remembers the simple, sensible 
rule, “left-hand implements left; right- 
hand implements right,” can easily 
settle this point. 

The butter plate is another problem 
to some questioners; and again 1 rec- 


ommend simple sense to solve it. You 
can’t put it on the right, because 
glasses are-set there. And you are 
apt to use them oftener than the but- 
‘ter plate, which ts, after all, an inter- 
loper at the dinner table and must be 
content to take any place given it. If 
it’s a small plate and takes up little 
room, it can go almost directly above 
the place plate, slightly to the left. If 
it is more of the bread-and-butter- 
plate size, you push it farther to the 
left to give more room.

EW YORK, Nov. 27 (A.P.).—Ex- 

cept for a few final and flourish- 

ing gestures in the South and 
Far West, the open season for touch- 
downs and uprooted goal posts has 
come to a record-breaking conclusion. 

Sensational from the first shrill blasts 
of the whistle, the college campaign 
of 1927 has been featured by unprece- 
cented attendance at games from coast 
to coast and a succession of form flip- 
flops that have produced new cham- 
pionships in nearly every conference or 
section. 

From the.spectacular point of view 
the climax Was reached yesterday when 
the greatest football crowd of all time, 
113,000. was packed into the vast 
reaches of Soldier Field, Chicago, to 
see Notre Dame’s warriors nose out 
Southern California, while 76,000 more 
in New York formed a colorful back- 
ground for the Army’s conquest of the 
Navy. 

There was no million-dollar spectacle 
to match the high financial mark 
reached by the Army-Navy classic in 
Chicago last fall, but the Notre Dame- 
Southern California classic eclipsed by 
at least 3,000 the attendance mark ¢s- 
tablished by the 1926 battle of service 
elevens at Soldier Field. 


Estimates gathered by the Asso- 
ciated Press from all sectors of the 
football battle front indicate it is 
no exaggeration to place the aggre- 
gate attendance at all college games 
somewhere between 25,000,000 and. 
30,000,000.

FOREIGN GROUP “RAGGED” 


New York, Nov. 27 (A.P.).—A spurt 
of new bond issues, which again ap- 
proached the $200,000,000 mark, failed 
to check the advance of prices in the 
listed market last week. A minor re- 
action took place in the early sessions, 
but firmness returned just before the 
holiday and quotations on many issues 
moved up to the highest level since 
1913. 

Inasmuch as éasy money provided 
the foundation for firm prices, the 


week was much like many which had 
gone before, Undoubtedly some 
straggling dollars of the large rein- 
vestment fund growing out of the re- 
tirement of second liberty ioan . the 
week before supplied part of the 
stimulation, while there was doubtless 
a fair amount of buying in anticipa- 
tion of first-of-the-month disburse- 
ments to investors. 

The most important of the new 
issues was the $75,000,000 Youngstown 
Sheet & Tube flotation, the largest 
industrial offering of the year, and ol 
all classes second only to the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad loan of 895,000,000 
Financing for the public service 
Electric & Gas Co. amounted to $45,- 
000,000, and comprised one of the 
largest public utiltiy issues of the year 
Offering syndicates reported both these 
loans promptly absorbed by dealers, 
again giving testimony to the funda- 
mental soundness of the market for 
bo 

A number o! important foreign and 
domestic loans are in prospect for the 
next few weeks. New York bankers 
have purchased $50,000,000, of the 
Peruvian national loan, and these 
securities are expected to reach the 
market shortly. The Canadian gov- 
ernment is believed to be in the 
market for a $50,000,000 loan bearing 
a coupon rate of around 4 per cent. 

Possible loans to the Japanese gov- 
ernment and certain industries in the 
Far Eastern empire continued to inspire 
discussion. Although no official com- 
ment was forthcoming, it was declared 
in some quarters that such financing 
was the subject of conversations held 
by Secretary Mellon and Thomas W. 
Lamont of J. P. Morgan & Co., about 
ten days ago. Indications again ap- 
peared that the American market wil) 
participate in the $40,000,000 advance 
to the South Manchurian Railway, 
which is owned by the Japanese gov- 
ernment, 

A number of public uti..ty issues ot 
varying size, most of them still in the 
State of negotiation, are prominent 
among domestic financing programs 
under way. It is believed by observers 
that the larger part of the financing 
yet to be undertaken this year will be 
done by and for public ‘ervice com- 
panies. 

While railroad liens continued to re- 
flect activity and demand in the listed 
market, there was a growing disposi- 
tion to bid up various industrial issues. 
which had been more or less dormant 
Convertible bonds, also, came in for an 
amount of attention when the stock 
market moved into unprecedented 
price levels. 

Listed issues in the foreign” group 
presented a rather «<agged appearance, 
partly due to unsettlement caused by 
recent remarks on German expenditures 
by S. Parker Gilbert, agent general of 
reparations. 

United States Government issues 
quieted down noticeably after the 
burst of strergth which had followed 
the Treasury’s November 15th financ- 
ing. 

The week’s new issues aggregated 
about $190,000,000 compared with $85,- 
000,000 in the preceding week. and 
around $70,000,000 in the correspond- 
ing week of 1926.

P. E. Scheer and John T. Miller, of the 
Dahlgren Terrace Association. 

Twelfth street northeast, regarded by 
citizens as the main link between 
Rhode Island avenue and Michigan ave- 
nue, soon will be one of the city’s 
busiest highways, members of the asso- 
clations predict. 

Election of officers, consideration of 
the proposed $10,000,000 bond issue for 
use of the National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission, committee ap- 
pointments, downtown lighting facili- 
ties and vehicular traffic are the ma- 
jor subjects to be acted on tonight at 
meetings of the Georgetown, Midcity 
and North Capitol Citizens Associa- 
tions. 

Officers of the Georgetown associa- 
tion, of which Isaac B. Nordlinger is 
president, are expected to be reelected 
at the meeting of the association in 
Potomac Bank Hall, Wisconsin avenue 
and M street northwest. Commissioner 
Taliaferro will address the meeting. 

Maj. Gen. George Barnett, chairman 
of the District Chapter of the American 
Red Cross, will address members of the 
Mid-City Association at their meeting 
to be held in the Thompson School. 
Members of the association have regis- 
tered numerous complaints recently 
over the prevalence of glaring automo- 
bile headlights, despite regulations gov- 
erning their control and it is expected 
the association will take some action 
with a view to having stricter police 
enforcement of these regulations. 

The association, according to A. J. 
Driscoll, president, will renew its fight 
for better lighting facilities in the 
downtown section of the city, especially 
that section north of New York avenue 
northwest and east of Ninth street.

Regina C. Montgomery and others, 
heirs of the late Prof. John J. Mont- 
gomery, of Santa Clara, Calif., are ask- 
ing the sum of the Government for 
alleged use of an invention for which 
@ patent was granted Prof. Montgomery 
in 1906. They contend all Government 
planes employ principles covered in his 
patent. 

Montgomery’s first successful flights 
were made in March, 1905, in Santa 
Cruz County, Calif. The plane was 
towed into the air by a balloon and 
freed when 800 feet up. John Maloney, 


& parachute jumper, piloted the tiny 


plane down, landing. it in an apple tree.. 


Maloney was unhurt, and on a sec- 
ond t succeeded in keeping the 
lider the air. eighteen minutes. 

Speakin g later of his experience, he 
said: 
“For a few minutes 1 simply poised 
in the air and then flew around in dif- 
ferent directions, circling, darting back 
and forth, up ang down, as easily as 
an eagle could have done it. I never 
had the least difficulty in guiding.”’ 

A third flight also was successful, 
but on the fourth attempt Maloney 
lost his life. . 

Prof. Montgombery became one of the 
charter members of the Aero Club in 
1906, but five years later lost his own 
life in a crash of one of his machines.

District Attorney Gordon has an- 
nounced that nearly every person who 
testified before the grand jury in the 
Government's investigation into its 
charges of tampering with the Fall- 
Sinclair Oil conspiracy jury was being 
summoned as witnesses.in the con- 
tempt proceedings against Harry F. Sin- 
clair, the oil operator; Henry Mason 
Day, of New York, and Sheldon Clark, 
of Chicago, his confidential associates, 
and the Burns officials. Earlier last 
week Gordon asked Justice Frederick L. 
Siddons to cite the sextet for contempt 
because of the shadowing of the trial 
jurors by Burns detectives. 

Gordon plans, he said, to call the 
Burns detectives as witnesses in the 
contempt proceedings, in an effort to 
prove their chiefs were guilty because 
of the intensive surveillance of the 
jurors. Another important witness will 
be William J. McMullin, a former Burns 
operative, who while working for Burns 
was a Government informer. He 
charged that the Burns chiefs induced 
him to prepare and sign a false affi- 
davit intended to show the Government 
had been guilty of jury tampering. 

The Burnses and Veitsch agreed to 
accept service of the citation in the 
office of their counsel here today. 
Service on the other respondents will 
be made through United States marshals 
in their home districts.

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Self-Regulation of Business 
and Less Interference by 
Government Enforced. 


1,633 INQUIRIES MADE. 
DURING THE PAST YEAR 


Informal Hearings for Prose 
pective Respondents De- 
clared of Great Value. 


(Associated Press.) 

Self-regulation of business and in- 
dustry and less interference by Govern- 
ment agencies whenever possible with- 
out prejudicing public interest, were 
new policies introduced by the Federal 
Trade Commission during the last fiscal 
year. 

In its annual report yesterday the 
commission declared that a new con- 
structive agency, known as the trade 
practice conference, has proved of sub- 


stantial assistance to the commission- 


ers and .investigators in the funda- 
mental work of the commission—the 
elimination of unfair practices in com- 
mercial competition. 

“This procedure,” the report said, 
“permits an industry to make its own 
rules of ‘business conduct; to establish 
its own law merchant, in cc~peration 
with the commission.” 


Informal Hearings Had. 


The recently adopted practice of per- 
mitting a prospective respondent to 
have informal hearing before the board 
of review before a complaint is issued 
was said to have proved of great value. 


A third measure perm ‘s certain minor 
cases to be settled in the public interest 
by stipulation of the concern com- 
plained against to discontinue certain 
practice without the issuance of a for- 
mal complaint with its attendant ex- 
pense in time and money. 

The commission instituted 1,633 pre- 
liminary investigations into alleged un- 
fair trade practices. Of this number 
229 resulted in complaints being filed 
against individual companies or trade 
combines. Thirty complaints were dis- 
missed and in 52 cases cease and desist 
orders were issued 

The commission asked for legislation 
providing that suits brought to in- 
force, modify or set aside orders of the 
commission and all other suits to which 
the commission is party shall be re- 
garded, for the purpose of taxing court 
costs, as suits brought by or against 
the United States. It was pointed out 
that at present the commission is not 
regraded as “the United States,” and 
court costs have far exceeded the 
funds available for court uses.

Separation proves to be misery for 
the really devoted pair, and Molly plans 
to spoil the court’s conditional decree 
by breaking into Sam’s room at the 
villa by the sea where he is visiting. 
The remaining footage tells how she 
gets into the wrong room, hides, es- 
capes, chases and is chased, and finally 
brings about the required situation by 
hanging onto her husband and shriek- 


ng. 

William Austin, as a friend who is 
mixed in the tangle, has a good deal 
to do.and is amusing always. All the 
players are good. The judge deserves 
special mention. Apparently he is Burr 
McIntosh,.. The story weakens occa- 
sionally under unnecessary improba- 
bilities, but there is no lapse in the 
lively fun all the way. 

A good news film and some snap- 
shots from Hollywood are shown, The 
stage event is more elaborate ‘han 
usual, a musical playlet called “Merry 
Mixed Marriages,” with four couples 
who sing, dance and joke, but whose 
songs and dancing are far better than 
their jokes.

This show has many points of simi-

tached to this version. An amusing 
fact, however, is that “Moon of Israel” 
was finished a year before work was 
started on the American movie. 

Maria Corda, whom we are looking tor- 
ward to seeing soon in “Helen of Troy,” 
does the inspiring role of Merapi, the 
beautiful Moon of Israel; Adelqui Mil- 
ler 1s a striking figure as Pharoh's son, 
Prince Beti. There are only a few 
scenes allotted to Arletta Marchal, as 
the Princess Userti, but she is gorgeous- 
ly gowned throughout and handles her 
bits well. 

The cast is huge, with literally thou- 
sands of extras in innumerable mob 
scenes, registering hate, fear, faith, and 
so forth.

A very good short film, “The Holy 
Land,” is a timely feature of the bill, 
and the comedy, “Many a Slip,” is real- 
ly novel.

“The Garden of Allah” entered its 
second week’s run at Lowe’s Columbia 
Saturday. 

Pictorially, one of the best dramatic 
treats of the year, it should be con- 
sidered for its value to the cinema art, 
and in that it is worth while. 

Alice Terry, as Domini, the devout 
Catholic, who unknowingly marries a 
young “runaway” Trappist monk, Boris, 
played by Ivan Petrovich, does some of 
the best dramatic work of her screen 
career. Throughout the entire picture 
she is called upon for the extreme 
fineness of the portrayal of a devout 
Christian character—and she does it 
well. Ivan Petrovich, as Boris, the run- 
away, conscious-stricken, worldly lov- 
ing young monk, is also called upon for 
a display of well-defined dramatic 
work, the best of which is probably in 
the tent scenes, where he is recognized 
by the count and upbraided for his 
sin, and in the temple onthe desert, 
where ‘he confesses to Domini and she 
demands he redeem himself by return- 
ing to the monastery—and to his God. 
There are others in the cast who also 
do remarkably good work. 

The story is so well known, as a book, 
a play, and now a picture, that little 
need be said. A young man entering 
the monastery, without fully realizing 
its serious life and deprivations, is later 
filled with a worldly longing, writes 
his secret and leaves. Journeying, any- 
where, he meets Domini, a beautiful 
and lovable woman. Some time later 
they are married. Their travels take 
them to the Sahara Desert, where, con- 
science-stricken, he leaves the tent and 
is lost in a sand storm. The rescue, the 
confession, his return to the monas- 
tery and other incidents fill the pic- 
ture with tensely dramatic moments, 
definitely defining the deep imprint 
and power of the conscience upon the 
life of man and woman.

Done in ultra-lavish manner, “The 
Circus Princess” moved rather heavily 
at Poli’s last night its opening in 
Washington; but there was a reason— 
if not several reasons.

The bringing of car- 
load lots of scenery from one location 
to another is not always conducive to 
precision on first nights. It must have 
taken a train or more to bring the 
production from Broadway, or wherever 
it came from before setting foot on 
the banks of the Potomac.

On succeed- 
ing nights, of course theatricals being 
what they are, the mass production 
will move forward with old-time regue- 
larity, snap and precision. 

There is the thread of rather a-fine . 
dramatic story running through thtey 
musical work. It has to do with @°. 
prince of royal Russian blood, who fore 
sakes the castles for the big top—runs 
away from his regiment to pursue the 
career of a circus performer; to bé@ 
loved and spurned by a princess, and 
eventually, to marry her in his own 
right. 


Guy Robertson, featured in many 
a musical comedy, as far back as the 
delightful days of “Wildflower.” bears 
the brunt of the burden—so much so 
that last night he worked under stress 
and duress; but he came through an 
ordeal in fine fashion, a hero in two 
roles. 

New York acclaimed Robertson in 
this role, but he had been measured by 
the careful eyes of local theatergoers 
long before he found recognition in 
the metropolis. Somehow or other he 
was always a favorite here. In this, 
his most important part, he meets every 
demand—and does it in masterful 
style. As a matter of fact, there are 
few singers on the American stage to 
compare with this young fellow. He 
has a flair and an artistry about him 
that. registers. As the masked circus 
performer, it is his lot in the play to 
fall in love with the princess, played 
by Desiree Tabor. 

An excellent cast, and a mighty one 
in numbers, backs up Robertson in his 
yeomanry work. There are some old- 
line cOmedians present, notably George 
Bickel, of the once famous burlesque 
trio, Watson, Bickel and Wroth. There 
is also William Danforth. Unable to 
stand the temptation, they succeed, in 
the last moments of the presentation, 
in carrying the whole affair back to 
low comedy—and a right merry time 
they have doing it, too. 

Since there is the suggestion of tan- 
bark in the title, the producers of this 
somewhat gorgeous croation have an { 
opportunity to display a one-ring cir- 
cus on the stage. Ts, bring realism 
into the picture tney have enlisted the 
services of the entize tXanneford fam- 
lly, with the colebrxted “Poodles” 
Hanneford and his’ trick-bareback 
riding as an outstanding feature. Also, 
there is an attempt on the part of one 
little lady to equal the records made 
by Lillian Lietzel, queen of the air. 

Gloria Foy has an important role in 
“The Circus Princess,” a fine blending 
of romance and music that comes 
clothed in all the raiment of operetta.
